In the Office Action mailed September 9, 2005 (the "Office Action"), the Examiner set forth an 
Election of Species Requirement that identified what the Examiner has characterized as four (4) patentably 
distinct species of the claimed invention. In particular, the Examiner suggested in the Office Action that the 
present application contains claims directed to the following species: 

I: Species a (Figures 2A-C and 4); 

II: Species b (Figures 2D and 5); 

III: Species c (Figure 6); and 

IV: Species d (Figure 7). 



In response to the Election of Species Requirement set forth in the Office Action, Applicant hereby 
elects Species a (Figure 2A-C and 4) for examination. Applicant directs the attention of the Examiner to the 
fact that Figure 3 is a cross-sectional view of the switch of Figure 2A (see paragraphs 22 and 49 of the 
specification).
